the foundation for some new house has 
not been laid in this part of the city, 
: and -some of the large orange tracts 
§ have been planted with houses almost 
as thickly as they were before with 
trees. There 1s no portion of Los An- 
geles more inviting than this western 
portion. The land lays comparatively 
high, and it is broken here 
and there by picturesque swells, be- 
yond which are the low-lying hills 
and the broad plains which skirt the 
mountain range that divides us from 
the San Fernando valley. In addi- 
t on, from almost every point the lofty 
range of the Sierra Madre is visible, 
its Alp-like peaks piercing the blue, 
the loftier summits msing white and 
snow-crowned above the green and 
shining valleys. These mountains are 
not only the grandest, but they are 
among the loveliest features in the 
, landscape surrounding Los Angeles.

The only provision of law in exist- 
ence which authorizes the employment

year.” -But as a deputy tax collector 
has, we believe, been employed and 


paid for that length of time during the’ 


present year, the above clause bars the 
appointment completely. Besides, the 
ordinance seeks to fix compensation, 
not at a monthly rate, but in the form 
of ten per cent. of all license taxes 
collected. It can’t be done, gentlemen! 

In the county of San Francisco, and 
possibly in one or two other counties 
of the State, provision is made by law 
for the office of License Tax Collector 
—an office separate from that of 
County Tax Collector—but for Los 
Angeles county no such provision of 
law exists; and the Board of Super- 
visors have, as we before stated, no 
authority under the Constitution or 
the laws to create an office. That 
power belongs exclusively to the 
Legislature. 

After thus attempting to create this 
illegal office, and providing that the 


lected ‘and duly accounted for by him 
under this ordinance,’’ the Board pro- 
ceeded to appoint A. W. Ryan “ Li- 
cense Tax Collector” for Los Augeles 
county, fixing his bond in the sum of 
$10,000. 

We desire to call attention to 
another fact: The last (48th) section 
of the ordinance provides that “this 
ordinance shall go into effect and 
operation upon the first day of July, 
1883 ;’’consequently the above appoint- 
ment of a “ License Tax Collector,” 
even if there were authority for it, 
which there is not, was made under an 
ordinance which has not yet taken 
effect; and for that reason, if for no 
other, the action of the Board would 
be declared null, void, and of no effect 
by any competent court of jurisdic- 
tion before which a contest under it 
might come. 

It is incomprehensible that a Board 
composed of intelligent men, who are 
supposed to be governed by law, 
should thus attempt to assume powers 
nowhere delegated to them by law. In 
appointing this so-called ‘ License 
Tax Collector,” the Board has under- 
taken to shift the responsibility and 
the duty of collecting the license taxes 
from the shoulders of Mr. Asa Ellis, 
the legally-elected and properly- 
authorized officer charged with 
that duty, to another person—one 
unknown to and unrecognized by the 
law—and to confer upon him a com- 
pensation amounting to probably 
more than three thousand dollars a 
year, if the terms of this ordinance are 
carried out in practice. 

It is illegal, unnecessary and wrong, 
and the plain duty of the Board 1s to

A VERY OLD MAN. 


Bern in 1776—Fifty-four Years a 
Saslor and Still Male and Hearty. 
From the Santa Barbara Press.| 
There is an interesting relic of a by- 
gone age residing now within the walls 
of the Santa Barbara County Hospital. 
The antiquated relic gives his age as 
107 years and asserts that he is tired 
of living in this world. A reporter 
called upon him this morning and 
found the old man seated upon the 
corner of a sunny porch not fur from 
the placid seaside, gazing listlessly 
{upon the bright, shining waters. I: 
response to questions propounded in a 
high tone of voice—for the old man is 
quite deaf—he said: 
‘*Yes, Iam more than one hundred 
years old and I am tired of living. 
My name, sir, is Antonio Francisco, 
and I was born in the year 1776, in 
the Azores or Western Islands belong- 
ing to Portugal. I ran away when 
quite a boy and came to America, just 
after the close of the great war. I re- 
member once seeing General Washing- 
ton when I was in Providence, Rhode 
Island.’’ Here the old centenarian’s 
eyes brightened up as he proceeded 
to describe a grand reception given to 
Washington, how people brought 
silks and carpets to spread before 
his horse, and their babies for him to 
kiss. The old man became quite 
garruious as he described—as other | store 
old relics have so often done 
before—the things that happened in 
his boyhood days. He claims to have 
been a sailor for 54 years, during 
which time he has circled the globe at 
least a dozen times and sailed under 
at least a score of flags. He relates 
some strange adventures among the 
Chinese, Japanese and the Malay Isl- 
ands. ‘There is one epoch in the life 
of Antonio Francisco of which he is 
peered proud. It is the fact that 
e took part in the Anglo-Russian war 
in the Crimea, but he declines to 
say in what capacity. He states 
that he return to America in 
1864, and tendcred his ser- 
vices as a soldier to fight for the 
Union.. When a doubt was expressed 
as to his availability as a soldier at 
the age of 88, the old man laughed 
and said : “ Me too old to fight? Oh, 
no, I can fight now; look how strong I 
am (and the old man beared his breast 
andarms). I can work well and could 
carry a gun yet,”’ added the old veter- 
an ds he rose to walk away. He ex- 
resses regret that he ever left Lon- 
on,which he says he likes better than 
any other portion of the world.
